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Mark Cuban, Governor 


Since Mark Cuban purchased the Dallas Mavericks on Jan. 4, 2000, the face of the organization has changed dramatically. 


Under his leadership, the team’s home games have become more than just an ordinary NBA event — they have become a total entertainment 
experience. That party atmosphere he helped instill, with the return of the “Reunion Rowdies”, has carried over into the creation of the “Mavericks 
ManiAACs’ at American Airlines Center. 


Cuban's whatever-it-takes attitude and commitment to winning has grabbed everyone's attention. From his first introduction to the team to the end of 
his first season as owner, the players responded with a 31-19 record, including a 9-1 mark in April. 


The organization's upward trend has continued since. Dallas has advanced to the NBA Playoffs in 17 of the last 21 years while winning at least 50 
games 12 times in that stretch. 


In 2006-07, the Mavericks won a franchise-high 67 games and posted the NBA’s seventh-best record in history. Dallas won 60 games in 2002-03 and 
2005-06, advancing to the Western Conference Finals in both seasons. The Mavericks made the franchise’s first appearance in the NBA Finals in 
2006 and again in 2011, winning the World Championship vs. the Miami Heat. 


Cuban has been successful in bringing a sense of pride and passion to Mavericks fans — presenting himself as the ultimate role model, cheering from the same seats he has had for many 
seasons. He is the first owner in team sports to encourage fan interaction through e-mail. It was through this personal touch that fans throughout the Metroplex, and around the world, began to 
notice Cuban's energetic personality and take notice of the Mavericks. He has personally responded to hundreds of thousands of e-mails and several suggestions from fans have led to 
innovative changes. 


Prior to his purchase of the Mavericks in January 2000, Cuban co-founded Broadcast.com, the leading provider of multimedia and streaming on the Internet. Broadcast.com was sold to 
Yahoo! Inc. in July of 1999. MicroSolutions, a leading national systems integrator, was co-founded by Cuban and partner Martin Woodall in 1983 and later sold to CompuServe. 


In addition to his ownership of the Mavericks organization, Cuban has also been an investor in start-ups including Mahalo, JungleCents.com, motionlift.com, Filesanywhere.com, Naked Pizza 
and 140fire.com. Along with partner Todd Wagner, he also co-owns The Landmark Theater chain, Magnolia Pictures and Magnolia Home Video. 


A graduate of Indiana University, Cuban hails from Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and resides in Dallas. 


Cynt Marshall, Chief Executive Officer 


Cynt Marshall has been a dynamic force for inclusion and diversity within the Mavericks organization and over a 36-year career at AT&T. When Cynt 
was hired as new the CEO of the Mavs in March 2018, she set her sights on a culture transformation. Her vision was for the Mavericks organization to 
become the NBA standard for inclusion and diversity, and brought transparency, trust and her values-based leadership style that evolved the 
company culture in her first 100 days. 


Prior to her joining the Mavs, Cynt founded Marshalling Resources, a consulting firm specializing in Leadership, Diversity & Inclusion, Culture 
Transformation and overall optimization of people resources. Upon the company naming its first Chief Inclusion Officer in June 2017, Cynt worked 
with The Dow Chemical Company to develop and implement a strategy for institutionalizing an inclusive culture. 


Cynt's notoriety began many years ago as a young Officer at AT&T and grew exponentially when she served as Senior Vice President - Human 
Resources & Chief Diversity Officer at AT&T. There she was responsible for identifying and developing leaders, aligning employees with the 
company’s vision and priorities, overseeing major business unit HR support, performance development, employee engagement, skills transformation 
initiatives, EEO and Affirmative Action. Cynt also led the team that created a world class Diversity and Inclusion culture, landing AT&T in the top 3 on 
Diversity Inc’s 2017 Top 50 list of companies. She also spearheaded the work that for the first time placed AT&T on Fortune’s 100 Best Companies to 
Work For list in 2017, one of only two Fortune 50 companies. 


Before her SVP-Human Resources and Chief Diversity Office roles, Cynt served as President-AT&T North Carolina where she became the first African-American chair of the North Carolina 
State Chamber of Commerce. Prior to her North Carolina appointment, Cynt held a variety of executive line and staff, technical and non-technical positions at AT&T and its predecessor 
companies. 


Widely recognized for her visionary leadership and ability to get things done Cynt is the recipient of several honors and awards. Most recently, Cynt was touted as one of Adweek’s 30 Most 
Powerful Women in Sports and was selected as one of the 2019 Women of Power Legacy Award honorees by Black Enterprise. In 2017, she was honored by The Network Journal as one of 
the 25 Most Influential Women in Business. In 2017, Cynt was awarded the ATHENA® Leadership Program Award by the Dallas Regional Chamber, which recognizes exceptional women who 
excel in their careers, contribute to their communities and develop women leaders. This annual award is presented by chambers of commerce, women’s organizations and universities 
worldwide. In 2019 and three times prior, she was selected as one of the “50 Most Powerful Women in Corporate America” by Black Enterprise magazine and named to Ebony magazine’s 
2016 “Power 100” list. In 2014, industry analysts and members of the press conferred on Cynt the HR Executive of the Year - Best in Biz Award. For her efforts on behalf of the people of North 
Carolina, in 2013 Cynt received the prestigious Leadership North Carolina Governor's Award, which honors just one citizen each year for lifetime achievements. 


Cynt graduated from the University of California-Berkeley with degrees in Business Administration and Human Resources Management and holds four honorary Doctorate degrees. She has 
chaired a variety of non-profit boards and is currently on the board of Dallas CASA, Dallas Regional Chamber, Texas Women’s Foundation and a member of the Executive Leadership Council 
(ELC). 


The fourth of six children, Cynt grew up in Richmond, California, and lives in the Dallas area. She and her husband, Kenneth Marshall, have four adult children. 
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Nico Harrison, General Manager 


Nico Harrison was named general manager of the Dallas Mavericks on June 28, 2021. 


Harrison joins the Mavericks after spending 19 years at Nike, where he most recently held the title of vice president of North America basketball 
operations. In his role, Harrison supervised Nike’s basketball brand managers and worked closely with many of the brand’s star players, including Hall 
of Famers Kobe Bryant and Michael Jordan. 


Prior to joining Nike in 2002, Harrison played professional basketball in Belgium for over seven years. 
Harrison spent his final three collegiate seasons at Montana State University after transferring from Army West Point. He was a three-time, first team 


All-Big Sky selection and eclipsed 1,000 points in his three years at MSU. As a senior in 1995-96, Harrison led the Bobcats to a berth in the NCAA 
Tournament. 


The Spokane, Washington, native was also named an Academic All-American and a two-time winner of the Arthur Ashe Jr. Scholar-Athlete Award 
during his career at MSU. He was inducted into the Bobcat Athletics Hall of Fame in 2015. 


Jason Kidd, Head Coach 


Jason Kidd was named the 10th head coach in Mavericks history on June 28, 2021. 


Kidd, who was inducted to the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame in 2018, is in his third stint in Dallas after spending eight of his 19 seasons 
as a player with the team and helping the Mavericks to the 2011 NBA title. 


Kidd joins the Mavericks after most recently serving two seasons as an assistant coach with the Los Angeles Lakers, where he was part of the 
franchise’s 2020 NBA championship season. 


Kidd’s coaching career began in 2013 when he helmed the Brooklyn Nets for one season. He is the third person since the NBA-ABA merger (1976) to 
become a head coach in the season after he retired as a player. As a rookie head coach, Kidd earned a pair of Eastern Conference Coach of the 
Month awards (January and March), leading the Nets to 44-38 record and an appearance in the Eastern Conference Semifinals. 


On July 1, 2014, Kidd became the head coach of the Milwaukee Bucks in a transaction that sent two second round draft picks to Brooklyn (2015, 
2019). He became the first coach in NBA history to lead two teams to the postseason in his first two seasons after helping the Bucks to a 41-41 record 
and improving on their 15-win season from a year earlier. Kidd finished third in NBA Coach of the Year voting following the 2014-15 season. 


In three-plus seasons with Milwaukee, Kidd amassed a 139-152 record and appeared in the playoffs twice before parting ways with the franchise midway through the 2017-18 season. 


Kidd was drafted second overall by the Mavericks in 1994 NBA Draft and spent two-and-a-half seasons in Dallas before being traded to Phoenix during the 1996-97 campaign. He shared 
Rookie of the Year honors with Grant Hill after averaging 11.7 points, 5.4 rebounds and 7.7 assists in his first season. 


Kidd returned to Dallas from New Jersey in an eight-player trade in February 2008. Following the trade, Kidd teamed up with former Mavericks superstar Dirk Nowitzki and together they led 
the Mavericks to the 2011 NBA title, defeating Miami 4-2 to bring the Larry O’Brien Trophy to DFW. 


He averaged 12.6 points, 6.3 rebounds, 8.7 assists and 1.9 steals in 1,391 games (1,350 starts) with Dallas, Phoenix, New Jersey and New York. In 500 games with Dallas (all starts), he 
averaged 10.5 points, 5.5 rebounds, 8.4 assists 1.9 steals and 34.6 minutes. 


Kidd’s 12,091 career assists and 2,684 career steals are the second-most in NBA history behind John Stockton. His 107 career triple-doubles represent the fourth-most in NBA history. Kidd 
was a 10-time NBA All-Star, five-time All-NBA First Team selection and four-time All-Defensive First Team pick. 


Kidd played two seasons at the University of California. The Oakland, California, native led the Golden Bears to consecutive appearances in the NCAA Tournament and, as a sophomore, was 
an All-American and the Pac-10 Player of the Year. He also won two Olympic gold medals as a member of Team USA (2000, 2008). 
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Igor Kokoskov, Assistant Coach 


Igor Kokoskov (EEE-gore KO-kosh-kov) brought more than two decades of NBA, collegiate and international coaching experience when he joined the 
Mavericks coaching staff in August 2021. 


Kokoskov, a native of Serbia, came to Dallas after having spent the previous season as head coach of the Turkish League’s Fenerbahce. He led 
Fenerbahce to a 20-16 EuroLeague record before the team fell to CSKA Moscow in the EuroLeague playoffs. In Turkish League play, the team tallied 
a 22-8 record and lost to eventual EuroLeague champion Anadolu Efes in the league finals. 


Kokoskov, who owns the distinction of being the first non-American to be a fulltime NBA assistant coach, joined the L.A. Clippers as an assistant in 
2000 before spending five years (2003-08) in Detroit, where he won the 2004 NBA championship and coached the Eastern Conference in the 2006 
NBA All-Star Game. 


He also served assistant coaching stints with Phoenix (2008-13), Cleveland (2013-14), Orlando (2014-15) and Utah (2015-18) before being named 
head coach of the Phoenix Suns, a post he held for the 2018-19 season. Prior to returning to Europe, Kokoskov spent the 2019-20 season in 
Sacramento. 


The University of Missouri hired Kokoskov to their fulltime coaching staff in 1999 as he became the first European to hold an assistant coaching position in NCAA Division | men’s basketball. 


Kokoskov is the head coach of the Serbian national team. He also coached the senior national teams of Georgia and Slovenia, coaching Mavericks All-Star Luka Donci¢ 
and leading the team to the 2017 EuroBasket title. 


A University of Belgrade graduate, Kokoskov coached various club teams in Belgrade and was a member of the Yugoslav junior national team’s coaching staff. 


Sean Sweeney, Assistant Coach 


Sean Sweeney joined the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach in July 2021. Prior to coming to Dallas, Sweeney spent three seasons as an 
assistant coach with the Detroit Pistons and four seasons as an assistant with the Milwaukee Bucks. 


Sweeney's NBA career began with Brooklyn Nets where he started as video coordinator before being named assistant coach in advance of the 
2013-14 season. Sweeney previously worked with coach Jason Kidd in both Milwaukee and Brooklyn. 


Sweeney served as video coordinator for the University of Northern lowa and was the director of basketball operations at the University of Evansville. 
He also held assistant coaching positions at the Anoka Ramsey Community College (Cambridge, MN) and the Academy of Art University in San 
Francisco. 


The Saint Paul, Minnesota, native played one season at the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay before transferring home to the University of St. 
Thomas (Saint Paul) where he was a three-year starter and earned all-conference honors as a senior in 2005-06. 


Jared Dudley, Assistant Coach 


Jared Dudley transitioned to an assistant coaching role following a 14-season NBA career. Dudley spent the last two seasons of his playing career 
with the L.A. Lakers, winning the 2020 NBA title. 


Dudley played for Charlotte (2007-08), Phoenix (2008-13, 2016-18), the L.A. Clippers (2013-14), Milwaukee (2014-15), Washington (2015-16), 
Brooklyn (2018-19) and the Lakers (2019-21). He was selected 22nd overall by the Bobcats in the 2007 NBA Draft. 


The San Diego native owns career averages of 7.3 points, 3.2 rebounds, 1.2 assists and 22.3 minutes in 904 games (286 starts). Dudley was a 
member of six playoff teams, playing in 44 postseason games (two starts) and averaging 4.2 points, 1.8 rebounds and 1.1 assists with the Suns, 
Clippers, Bucks, Nets and Lakers. 


Dudley was a four-year starter at Boston College and averaged 15.9 points, 7.2 rebounds, 3.0 assists and 1.4 steals in 36.4 minutes over 130 games 
for the Eagles. As a senior, he was the ACC Player of the Year, Second Team All-America and All-ACC First Team. Dudley garnered Big East Most 
Improved Player and All-Big East First Team honors following his sophomore season after being selected to the Big East All-Freshman Team a 
season earlier. 


Dudley and his wife, Christina, have three children, Jaylin, Justus and Jolee. 


Greg St. Jean, Assistant Coach 


Greg St. Jean joined the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach in July 2021 and served as head coach of the Mavericks summer league team. Prior 
to joining the Mavericks, St. Jean most recently spent two seasons as a player development coach and advance scout with the Los Angeles Lakers, 
helping the organization win an NBA championship in 2019-20. 


St. Jean was an assistant coach for St. John’s University for four seasons, where he managed scouting and game planning responsibilities, oversaw 
the player development program and directed the team's video operations and statistical analysis. 


Prior to his time with the Red Storm, St. Jean spent two years with the Sacramento Kings as the assistant player development coach and helped the 
Kings’ 2014 summer league team to a 6-1 record and a championship. St. Jean also spent two summers with the Brooklyn Nets. 


The Bay Area native was a three-year team captain at Wesleyan University in Middletown, Connecticut. He is the son of Garry St. Jean, who was 
head coach of the Sacramento Kings from 1992 through 1997 and later the general manager of the Golden State Warriors from 1998 through 2004.

Kristi Toliver, Assistant Coach 


Kristi Toliver joined the Mavericks for the 2021-22 season. She began her NBA coaching career with the Washington Wizards, where she spent two 
seasons (2018-20) while concurrently playing for the WNBA’s Washington Mystics. 


Toliver, a 12-year WNBA veteran, holds career averages of 12.2 points, 2.3 rebounds, 3.5 assists and 27.7 minutes in 358 games (279 starts) with 
Washington, the Chicago Sky and the Los Angeles Sparks. She finished the 2021 campaign with the Sparks, averaging 9.4 points, 1.4 rebounds and 
2.9 assists in 19 games (all starts), immediately prior to moving to Dallas. 


Toliver is a two-time WNBA champion with L.A. (2016) and Washington (2019). She has garnered several league honors and is a three-time WNBA 
All-Star (2013, 2018, 2019), 2012 Second Team All-WNBA and the 2012 WNBA Most Improved Player. She was drafted third overall by Chicago in 
the 2009 WNBA Draft. 


; \|  Toliver, who hails from Harrisonburg, Virginia, has also played professionally in Europe during the WNBA offseason, including stints with Raanana 
WERie é. | Hertzeliya (Israel), MKB Euroleasing Sopron (Hungary), Samsun Canik Belediyesi (Turkey) and Dynamo Moscow and UMMC Ekaterinburg (Russia). 
: She’s been part of six Russian League championships with Dynamo (2013, 2014) and UMMC (2015-18). 


Toliver was a standout at Maryland, winning the 2006 NCAA championship. As a freshman, Toliver hit the game-tying 3-pointer to force overtime against Duke as the Terrapins went on to win 
their first NCAA women’s basketball title. Among her many accolades, she finished her career as the 2009 ACC Player of the Year. Toliver averaged 15.0 points, 2.9 rebounds, 5.4 assists and 
1.1 steals in 139 games (128 starts). 


Darrell Armstrong, Assistant Coach 


Former Maverick Darrell Armstrong begins his 14th season as an assistant coach after joining Dallas midway through the 2008-09 campaign. For nine 
summers, Armstrong was the top assistant coach of the Mavericks summer league teams that played in Orlando and Las Vegas. 


Armstrong brings 15 years of NBA experience as a player to the bench as he assists with player development. 


After going undrafted out of Fayetteville State, Armstrong played in the Global Basketball Association and the United States Basketball League as 
well as in Cyprus and Spain. Armstrong was eventually signed as a free agent by the Orlando Magic, thus beginning a career that saw him play 14 
seasons in the NBA with Orlando, New Orleans, Dallas, Indiana and New Jersey. He played in 840 NBA games and holds career averages of 9.2 
points, 4.0 assists and 1.3 steals in 23.7 minutes per game. During his career, Armstrong earned both the NBA’s Sixth Man Award and Most 
Improved Player Award in 1999. He participated in the Slam Dunk Competition at the 1996 NBA All-Star Weekend and was a career 87.1 percent 
shooter from the foul line. Armstrong was inducted into the Orlando Magic Hall of Fame in February 2020. 


Armstrong was traded from New Orleans to Dallas on Dec. 3, 2004, in exchange for Dan Dickau. He played 114 games for the Mavericks until he was 
traded to Indiana on June 24, 2006. A native of Gastonia, North Carolina, Armstrong has two daughters, Arkia and Mayliah, and one son, Darrell, Jr. 


Peter Patton, Assistant Coach 


Peter Patton is in his fourth season as the Mavericks shooting coach. He joined Dallas after spending the previous two seasons working in the same 
capacity for the Minnesota Timberwolves. 


Patton has been teaching basketball for over 20 years. He learned the craft of shooting under San Antonio Spurs assistant coach Chip Engelland. 
Patton never missed a game in college and set the DePaul single-season 3-point percentage record as a junior (.541), a mark that still stands. He is 
also in the top 10 in DePaul history for both steals and career 3-pointers made. 


Patton attributes his shooting prowess to Engelland, who mentored him during his career at DePaul as well as his professional career in the CBA, IBA 
and Europe. Patton began working as a coach for summer camps and clinics at 19, eventually moving on to a career in player development and 
serving as president of PureForm Basketball, a skills academy with a specialty in player development, since 2005. 


Peter and his wife, Stacey, have three sons, Luke, Nick and CJ. 


God Shammgod, Assistant Coach 


God Shammgod starts his sixth season as a player development coach for the Dallas Mavericks. Prior to joining team, Shammgod was a player 
development coach at Providence College from 2012-15, where he worked with players such as Bryce Cotton and Kris Dunn. 


In his role, Shammgod helps Mavericks players develop their basketball skills through various on-court drills and serves as an assistant coach on the 
defensive side of the ball. He has also served as an assistant coach on the Mavericks summer league teams. 


Shammgod was selected after his sophomore season by the Washington Wizards in the second round (45th overall pick) of the 1997 NBA Draft. He 
appeared in 20 games for the Wizards in 1997-98, before playing professionally in other leagues both domestically and overseas. His international 
playing experience included stints in Poland, China, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Croatia. Shammgod earned league MVP honors twice while playing in 
China. 


A native of New York, Shammgod averaged 10.3 points, 6.6 assists, 2.0 rebounds, 2.0 steals and 32.5 minutes per game in his two seasons at 
Providence. In his first year with the Friars, he set the Big East freshman assist record en route to being named to the Big East All-Rookie Team. As a 
sophomore, he led the Friars to the 1997 Elite Eight, where they lost to eventual NCAA champion Arizona Wildcats in overtime. 
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Michael Finley, Assistant General Manager/VP of Basketball Operations 


Michael Finley begins his eighth season in the Mavericks’ front office and his first as assistant general manager/vice president of basketball 
operations. He previously served as vice president of basketball operations and assistant VP of basketball operations. In his role, Finley assists Mark 
Cuban and Nico Harrison with all aspects of basketball operations. 


Finley was drafted in the first round (21st overall) of the 1995 NBA Draft by the Phoenix Suns and was named to the First Team All-Rookie Team. On 
Dec. 26, 1996, Finley was traded to the Mavericks along with Sam Cassell, A.C. Green and a second round pick in exchange for Jason Kidd, Tony 
Dumas and Loren Meyer. He played with the Mavericks from 1996-2005 and was as two-time All-Star (2000, '01). 


In 15 seasons with four teams (Phoenix, Dallas, San Antonio, Boston), Finley averaged 15.7 points, 4.4 rebounds and 2.9 assists in 1,103 games. In 
Mavericks history, he ranks fifth in points (12,389), fifth in rebounds (3,245), ninth in assists (2,393), fifth in field goals (4,834), third in 3-point field 
goals (870), fifth in free throws (1,851), fourth in steals (748), sixth in games (626), fourth in starts (606) and fourth in minutes (24,878). After nine 
seasons with Dallas, Finley signed with the Spurs in 2005 and was a member of their 2007 NBA championship team. He retired in 2010 after one 
season with the Celtics. 


Born and raised in Maywood, Illinois, Finley attended the University of Wisconsin and graduated with a bachelor's degree in business management. He averaged more than 20 points per 
game and finished his career as the all-time leading scorer in Wisconsin history. In 2009, Finley began a film production company, Follow Through Productions, LLC. He is a financier and 
executive producer to several films including Sanctum (2011), Luv (2012), The Day (2012), The Butler (2013), Sneakerheadz (2014), The First To Do It (2015), Franny (2015) and American 
Made (2017). 


Finley's passion for community service became a reality when he created the Michael Finley Foundation in 2003. Its purpose is to help support children and their families reach their fullest 
potential through education, entrepreneurial mentorship and other programs that emphasize improving the quality of life. 


An active real estate investor and venture capitalist, Finley also enjoys playing golf in his spare time. He resides in Plano with his wife and three children. 


Keith Grant, Assistant General Manager 


Keith Grant has spent 41 seasons with the Mavericks and serves as assistant general manager. 


In July 1996, Grant, whose career with the Mavericks began prior to the 1980-81 charter season, was promoted to vice president of basketball 
operations after serving as director of player personnel from 1994 to 1996. From 1990 to 1994, he served as the club’s director of scouting. In 1984, 
Grant served as administrative assistant/scout. His responsibilities were expanded to include advance pro scouting prior to the 1986-87 season when 
Dallas went 55-27 and won the Midwest Division. 


Born on Jan. 3, 1958, Grant began his pro sports career at the age of 12, serving as a bat boy for the Oklahoma City 89ers AAA baseball team. He 
held several positions during his 12-year stint with the club. Prior to graduating from Oklahoma City University in 1980 with a bachelor’s degree in 
business management, he played four years of varsity baseball, spending three years on the OCU basketball staff in varying roles. 


Grant, who served as the Arlington Stadium organist from 1982 to 1984, is an avid baseball fan and golfer. He and his wife, Nancy, have three 
children, Jennifer, Melissa and Brian, and two grandchildren, Mia and Miles. 


Andrew Baker, Sr. Director, Salary Cap & Strategy 


Andrew Baker joined the Mavericks as the senior director of salary cap and strategy in August 2021. Prior to coming to Dallas, Baker worked for the 
Brooklyn Nets for five years as the team’s strategic planning coordinator before ascending to the organization's director of contract management in 
July 2018. 


Prior to his time in Brooklyn, Baker was a quality assurance assistant for the San Antonio Spurs (2015-16). The Vero Beach, Florida, native also 
previously completed internships with the Spurs (basketball administration/legal) and New Orleans Saints (legal). 


Baker has a bachelor's in sports management from New York University, where he earned two varsity letters as a member of the men’s basketball 
team. He also holds a Juris Doctor and sports law certificate from Tulane University Law School and is admitted to the New York Bar. 


Jason White, Director of Scouting 


Jason White begins his 22nd season, and 10th as director of scouting, with the Mavericks. White started with the Mavericks in 2000 as an assistant 
video coordinator and progressed to the role of basketball operations coordinator under Donnie Nelson. 


White served the 2010-12 seasons as the team’s director of player personnel, including during the Mavericks 2011 NBA title campaign. As director of 
scouting, White assists in the talent evaluation of collegiate and professional athletes.

Sullivan also hires and oversees the team’s player development interns, most of whom are former college players and play a vital role in 
practices and game preparation. The program has become one of the premier basketball internships in the league, producing several employees for 
the Mavericks and around the NBA. 


Previously, Sullivan was a video coordinator intern for the L.A. Clippers during the 2009-10 season. Prior to his stint in Los Angeles, he helped the 
Catholic University Cardinals reach the postseason as an assistant coach in 2008-09. Sullivan's NBA journey began in 2006 as an athletic training intern for the Washington Wizards. 


Sullivan, a Dallas native, attended high school in New Rochelle, New York, and graduated with a B.S. in biology from Providence College in 2008, where he served as a video assistant for the 
Friars men’s basketball team.

Dallas Mavericks Hoop Camp began in 1993 with four camps and 465 kids. Community demand has driven the program to grow each year. In 2021 19 
Hoop Camps were held at various locations throughout the DFW Metroplex and 4 four virtual Hoop Camps were held. Since its inception, more than 
60,000 kids have participated in Hoop Camp. During the upcoming season, the Mavericks plan to hold holiday, spring break, one-day and summer camps.

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DEVELOPMENT CAMP 


The Dallas Mavericks celebrated seven years of development camp in 2021. Development camps focus on skill development through technical instruction 
as well as intensive drill sequences while fostering fundamentals needed to elevate players to the next level while using the resources that only the 
Mavericks can provide. 


Development camp coaches - generally high school coaches who have played collegiately - are some of the best coaches in the DFW Metroplex, talented 
at teaching skill development. 


The Mavericks plan to hold four development camps in 
2022 with campers from all around the world.

CAREER NOTES AND TRANSACTIONS 
» After going undrafted in the 2016 NBA Draft, signed by Dallas (7/8/16) and re-signed (7/11/19). 
PROFESSIONAL CAPSULE 


») Holds career averages of 7.5 points, 4.5 rebounds, 1.3 assists and 25.8 minutes in 314 games (202 starts). 
» Has increased his scoring average, FG% and 3FG% in each of his first five seasons, joining Hall of Famer Gary Payton as the only players in NBA history to accomplish the 
feat...also increased his rebounding average in each of his first four years (2016-20). 
» Led the team in games played in both 2016-17 and 2018-19 (appeared in 81 games both years)...his 81 appearances in 2016-17 marked the most by an undrafted rookie in 
Mavericks history. 
»» Has produced 10 career double-doubles (8-2 record) and seven career 20-point efforts (6-1 record)...had more 20-point games in 2020-21 (4) than in previous seasons combined (3). 
SEASON HIGHLIGHTS 
2020-21 (Dallas) 


»» Averaged career-high 9.8 points, 5.4 rebounds, career-high 1.7 assists, career-best 0.9 steals and career-high 32.0 minutes in 60 games (all starts). 

» Shot career-high 47.2% (220-466 FG) from the field, career-high 39.4% (119-302 3FG) from 3-point range and career-best 75.6% (31-41 FT) from the line. 

»» One double-double...four games with 20+ points (3-1 record), all since April 5...30 games with 10+ points (21-9 record)...two games with 10+ rebounds...21 games with 7+ rebounds 
(14-7 record). 

»» Garnered a team-high seven defensive player of the game belts, awarded by the coaching staff to a Mavericks player after a win (started at IND, 1/20/21). 

»» Season-high 23 points (5-12 3FG) to go with 6 rebounds, 4 assists, 1 steal and 1 block in 34 minutes vs. UTA (4/5/21). 

» 10th career double-double with 12 points (5-10 FG) and season-high 11 rebounds (4 OR) in 35 minutes vs. PHI (4/12/21). 

» 22 points (8-11 FG), including 11 in second quarter, to go with 4 rebounds in 35 minutes vs. SAC (4/18/21). 

» 21 points (8-13 FG, 4-7 3FG, 1-1 FT), 7 rebounds (4 OR) and 2 assists in 32 minutes vs. LAL (4/24/21). 

» 22 points (8-12 FG, 6-9 3FG), including go-ahead 3-pointer with 9.2 seconds left, to go with 5 rebounds vs. WAS (5/1/21). 

» Recorded career-best eight-game double-figure scoring streak (4/16-5/1/21), averaging 15.3 points, 5.5 rebounds and 1.6 assists while shooting 60.8% (45-74 FG) from the field and 
58.0% (29-50 3FG) from 3. 

» After returning to the lineup after the birth of his son Aysen, averaged 11.4 points (.516 FG%, .436 3FG%), 5.5 rebounds and 2.0 assists in his final 31 games of the season (since 
3/21/21). 

») Missed nine games due to health and safety protocols (1/9-1/25/21), two due to personal reasons (3/17-3/19/21) and one due to lower leg soreness (4/29/21). 


2019-20 (Dallas) 


» Averaged 9.5 points, career-high 5.7 rebounds, 1.6 assists and 29.9 minutes in 71 games (career-high 68 starts). 

» Shot 46.6% (243-522 FG) from the field, 37.6% (114-303 3FG) from 3-point range and 72.2% (78-108 FT) from the line. 

» Career-high five double-doubles (5-0 record), after he had four in his first three seasons combined...three games with 20+ points (3-0 record), after he entered the 2019-20 season 
without a single 20-point effort...career-best 32 games with 10+ points (21-11 record)...career-high nine games with 10+ rebounds (6-3 record), after he had seven in his previous 
three seasons combined. 

» 22 points (8-10 FG, 3-4 3FG, 3-4 FT), 5 rebounds and 3 assists in 35 minutes vs. SAS (11/18/19). 

» 22 points (7-13 FG, 4-7 3FG, 4-4 FT), 7 rebounds, 4 assists and 2 steals in 29 minutes vs. ATL (2/1/20). 

» Collected 1,000th career rebound at the 4:56 mark of the fourth quarter at ORL (2/21/20). 

» 16 points and career-high 16 boards in 41 minutes at SAC (8/4/20), marking his first career 15/15 game. 

»» Helped the Mavericks sweep the Bucks with career-best 27 points (10-19 FG, 6-12 3FG), including career-high 6 3-pointers, to go with 11 rebounds, season-high-tying 5 assists and 
0 turnovers in career-high 43 minutes vs. MIL (8/8/20)...it was his first career 20/10 effort and he joined Giannis Antetokounmpo and Luka Don¢i¢ as the only players to post at least 
25 points, 10 boards, 5 assists and 0 turnovers in a game in 2019-20. 

» Over a three-game stretch (8/4-8/8/20), averaged 18.3 points (.463 FG%, .375 3FG%), 11.7 rebounds and 3.0 assists in 40.3 minutes. 

» Missed three games due to a right hip injury (3/6-3/8/20; 3/11/20) and one game due to a left hip strain (8/10/20). 


2018-19 (Dallas) 


» Averaged 7.5 points, 4.8 rebounds, 1.2 assists, 0.9 steals and 24.5 minutes in career-high-tying 81 games (26 starts)...led the Mavericks in games played for the second time in three 
seasons (81 in 2016-17). 

» Shot 43.2% (228-528 FG) from the field, 31.1% (79-254 3FG) from 3-point range and 70.9% (73-103 FT) from the line. 

» Asastarter, averaged 9.0 points, 5.8 rebounds and 1.9 assists in 31.8 minutes. 

» Three double-doubles (3-0 record)...four games with 15+ points (3-1 record)...25 games with 10+ points. 

» Season-high 19 points (8-10 FG, 2-2 3FG, 1-2 FT), including 10 in first quarter, to go with 7 rebounds and 2 steals in 27 minutes vs. NYK (11/2/18). 

» Missed one game due to a mouth laceration vs. MIN (4/3/19). 


2017-18 (Dallas) 
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» Appeared in 21 games (13 starts), averaging 5.9 points, 3.6 rebounds and 1.2 assists in 21.3 minutes. 

»» One double-double...scored in double figures five times, including each of the team’s final four games. 

» In 100th career game, first career double-double with season highs of 15 points (6-12 FG, 3-6 3FG), 10 rebounds (3 OR) and 4 assists in 37 minutes at DET (4/6/18). 
» Missed 55 games due to left quadriceps tendinitis (10/30-11/4/17; 11/14/17-3/6/18) and four for return from injury management (3/11/18, 3/17/18, 3/27/18, 4/3/18). 


2016-17 (Dallas) 


»» Appeared in a team-high 81 games (35 starts), the most ever by a Mavericks undrafted rookie...averaged 4.3 points and 2.7 rebounds in 20.3 minutes. 
» Asastarter, averaged 5.6 points, 4.0 rebounds and 1.2 assists in 25.9 minutes. 

» One game with 15+ points...five games with 12+ points (5-0 record)...eight games with 10+ points (6-2 record)...one game with 10+ rebounds. 

» Led team in scoring for first time in career with season-high 17 points (5-9 FG, 3-6 3FG, 4-4 FT) in 29 minutes vs. SAC (12/18/16).

» In 134 career games (91 starts) at Virginia Tech and Florida, averaged 10.7 points, 7.1 rebounds and 1.9 assists in 28.6 minutes...in three seasons at Florida (2013-16), averaged 
12.1 points, 7.1 rebounds, 1.9 assists and 28.5 minutes in 101 games (61 starts)...two-time second-team All-SEC selection by the coaches (2015, 2016)...third-team All-SEC by the 
Associated Press (2016)...led Florida in rebounding in each of his three seasons at the school and led the team in scoring in both his junior and senior years...the Gators were 12-1 
(.923) all-time when he scored 20+ points...became the first Florida player to join the 1,000-point club after transferring to the school (finished with 1,220 career points at UF)...named 
the 2014 SEC Sixth Man of the Year, becoming the second Gator to win the award (joining Chris Richard, 2007)...named to ACC All-Freshman Team at Virginia Tech (2012). 

»» 2015-16: As a senior at Florida, averaged team highs of 14.7 points and 8.3 rebounds to go with 2.1 assists and 31.8 minutes in 36 games (all starts)...shot 43.6% (169-388 FG) from 
the field, 36.6% (71-194 3FG) from 3-point range and 73.3% (121-165 FT) from the line...team-high eight double-doubles, eight 20-point games and 10 double-figure rebounding 
efforts. 

»» 2014-15: As a junior at Florida, averaged team highs of 13.1 points and 6.2 rebounds to go with 1.6 assists, 1.1 steals and 27.9 minutes in 28 games (23 starts) while shooting 47.2%

SEASON NOTEBOOK: The The Dallas Mavericks finished 33-49 (.402) in 2016-17, snapping a streak of 16 straight seasons with at least a 
.900 record. Health played a big part, with injuries costing the team 163 “man games lost” on the year. Eleven undrafted players appeared 
in at least one game for Dallas in 2016-17 - a then franchise record. The team even started four undrafted players (Dorian Finney-Smith, 
Wesley Matthews, Seth Curry and Salah Mejri) in a game for the first time ever against San Antonio on 11/21/16. Dirk Nowitzki achieved 
yet another huge milestone in 2016-17, becoming the sixth player in NBA history and the first international player to reach the 30,000-point 
plateau with a 15-foot baseline jumper over Larry Nance Jr. at the 10:58 mark of the second quarter against the L.A. Lakers on 3/7/17. Rick 
Carlisle also became the first coach in Mavericks history to reach 400 wins with the franchise with a 108-104 victory at Portland on 2/3/17. 
Harrison Barnes enjoyed a breakout season in his first year with the Mavericks, averaging a career-high (team-high) 19.2 points per game.

SEASON NOTEBOOK: The Dallas Mavericks went 42-40 (.512) in 2015-16, marking their 16th straight season with at least a .500 record. 
Dirk Nowitzki passed Shaquille O'Neal (28,596) for sixth place on the NBA's all-time scoring list at Brooklyn (12/23/15). The 18-year 
orward also became the sixth player in NBA history to eclipse the 29,000-point plateau against Philadelphia (2/21/16). At age 37, Nowitzki 
averaged a team-high 18.3 points per game, leading Dallas in scoring average for the 15th time in the last 16 years. What’s more, Nowitzki 
became the fifth player in NBA history to average at least 18 points per game at age 37 or older. Rick Carlisle became the winningest 
coach in Mavericks history with a 103-93 victory at the L.A. Lakers on 11/1/15, passing Don Nelson (839) with his 340th win with the 
ranchise. Carlisle also passed the late Flip Saunders (654) for 20th place on the NBA’s all-time wins list with a 97-88 victory at Denver on 
3/28/16 (career win No. 655). Dallas won seven of its final nine games to clinch a playoff spot for the 15th time in the last 16 years. The 
avericks’ 42 wins earned them the sixth seed in the Western Conference and a matchup with the No. 3 seed Oklahoma City Thunder 

in the first round. Dallas fought hard in the series despite enduring injuries to several key players. The Thunder went on to defeat the 
avericks in five games.

Won 55, lost 27 (first, Southwest)... The Mavericks became just the fourth franchise in NBA history to amass 10 consecutive 50-plus 

win seasons and locked up the second overall seed for the Western Conference Playoffs...the team accomplished all of this despite a 
blockbuster, 7-player trade that took place over All-Star Weekend and brought Caron Butler, Brendan Haywood and DeShawn Stevenson 

to Dallas...the city also played host to the 59th NBA All-Star Game, which drew 108,713 fans to Cowboy Stadium in Arlington, the largest 
crowd to ever watch a basketball game...Dirk Nowitzki and Jason Kidd were both named All-Stars...on Jan. 13, against the Lakers, Nowitzki 
scored the 20,000th point of his career to become just the 34th player in history to hit that plateau...the Mavericks fell short against the 
Spurs in the opening round of the postseason, 4-2.

Won 6/7, lost 15 (first, Southwest)...the 2006-07 Mavericks secured their place in history with the franchise's best record ever, earning the 
first seed in the NBA Playoffs...Dallas faced eighth-seeded Golden State in the first-round of the playoffs and were upset 4-2 in the series... 
but their regular season accomplishments make them one of the best teams in NBA history...their .817 winning percentage ranked sixth 
all-time among NBA teams...they were also the sixth-fastest team in league history to reach the 50-win mark (59 games)...Dirk Nowitzki 
ed his team with averages of 24.6 points, 8.9 rebounds and a career-high 3.4 assists, while setting career-bests in FG%, 3FG% and FT%... 
owitzki was rewarded for his efforts as he became the first player in Mavericks history to earn the MVP award...additionally, he was 
amed First Team All-NBA and was the second Maverick (Jason Kidd) to start an All-Star game...Nowitzki was joined by Josh Howard as a 
Western Conference All-Star... Howard received the nod from NBA commissioner David Stern as a replacement for the Western Conference 
team...the two were the first pair of Mavericks to be named to the same All-Star team since 2003 (Nowitzki, Steve Nash).

Chuck Cooperstein is in his 17th season as the radio play-by-play voice of the Dallas Mavericks on 97.1 The Eagle. Cooperstein has been a regular 
on the DFW sports scene since 1984, broadcasting at KRLD, WBAP, The Ticket and 103.3 FM ESPN. 


Prior to joining the Mavericks, Cooperstein's extensive sports broadcasting background included play-by-play stints with TCU and the University of 
Texas football, as well as TCU, Texas A&M and SMU basketball. He has also broadcast college basketball, college football and NFL games nationally 
on Westwood One. Cooperstein received a Katie Award for his play-by-play expertise from the Dallas Press Club. 


The Long Island native has a bachelor's degree in broadcasting from the University of Florida. He married his wife Karen, a PR/marketing and 
philanthropy consultant, in 2010. Together they are both engaged in philanthropy, serving as active supporters of the Mavs Foundation, Texas 
Scottish Rite Hospital for Children and Catholic Charities Dallas. They founded their own nonprofit, Coops’ Kids Foundation, in 2017. Chuck has one 
son Jeffrey, who is a graduate of the University of North Texas.

Brad Davis is in his 19th season supporting Mavericks player development. He has served the organization in various roles, including as a player, 
coach, community service/camps representative and broadcast personality, since the Mavericks’ inaugural season in 1980-81. 


In addition to his player development role, Davis is the team’s color analyst on all 97.1 The Eagle broadcasts. Davis has appeared on the team's TV 
and/or radio broadcasts since 1992-93. 


Davis contributed radio analysis on home broadcasts for the first half of the 1992-93 campaign before spending the 48 games as an assistant coach 
to Mavericks interim head coach Gar Heard. From 1993 to 1995, Davis was a Mavericks assistant coach on Dick Motta’s staff. 


On Nov. 14, 1992, Davis became the first Maverick to see his jersey retired when No. 15 was raised to the rafters. Davis was the final member of the 
Mavericks 1980-81 charter season team to retire, playing for the Mavs for eight years longer than any other member of that squad. At the time, he 
retired as one of only 15 players in NBA history to play 15 seasons. 


Davis averaged 8.2 points on 51.0 percent shooting in 961 NBA games. As a Maverick, he averaged 8.6 points on 51.0 percent shooting with 5.1 
eer in 1977 as a Lakers first-round draft pick (15th overall) out of Maryland.

Victor Villalba, Play-By-Play (99.1 FM) 


Victor Villalba enters his 17th season as the Mavericks Spanish play-by-play announcer and can be heard locally on Zona MX 99.1 FM. During his 
tenure as the “Voz en Espaifiol,” he was part of the excitement of reaching the NBA Finals in 2006 and 2011 (the magical season when the Mavericks 
won it all). As part of the broadcasting team, Villalba's presence has been felt at times during FOX Sports Southwest programming throughout the 
years. 


Villalba is a graduate from Texas Tech University with a bachelor's in finance. He also earned an MBA from the prestigious Monterrey Tec. His career 
began as a stockbroker and financial consultant, resulting in the appointment as corporate treasurer for a Mexican-Japanese joint venture 
headquartered in Monterrey, Mexico. It was at that point that a change of course brought his sights to the DFW Metroplex to begin a journey in the 
exciting world of sports broadcasting. 


Villalba's first opportunity at the mic was with the Dallas Cowboys, including both television and radio offerings, a task that continues, making the fall 
months quite interesting when the Mavericks season begins in earnest each fall. At one time, Villalba even added baseball to the mix when calling a 
number of Texas Rangers games for television, alongside former Ranger and Chicago Cubs pitcher Jose Guzman. 


During the years, Villalba has been an enthusiastic speaker at local schools through his participation in the Mavericks Speakers Bureau and has lectured at the University of North Texas and 
the Monterrey Tec on the subject of sports marketing.

2020-21 SEASON RECAP TRENDS 


Despite seeing several key players miss significant time due 
to health and safety protocols, the Mavericks still posted 

a record of 42-30 (.583) in 2020-21 - their second straight 
year finishing at least 10 games above .500 (43-32, .573, 
2019-20). 


They won the Southwest Division title for the first time since 
2009-10 and reached the playoffs for the 17th time in the 
last 21 years. San Antonio (19) and Boston (17) are the only 
teams with as many postseason appearances in that span 
(since 2000-01). 


Dallas earned the No. 5 seed in the Western Conference 

- its highest seed since being seeded third during its 
championship season in 2011 — and took the No. 4 seed 
L.A. Clippers to seven games before being eliminated in the 
first round. 


800 WINS 
Rick Carlisle earned his 800th win in the Mavericks’ 104-93 
victory at Charlotte on 1/13/21, making him only the 16th 


coach in NBA history to achieve the feat. 


Carlisle also moved into 15th place on the NBA's all-time 
wins list with the 833rd win of his career. Carlisle passed 
Cotton Fitzsimmons (832) to move into the top 15 and 
currently sits at 836-689 (.547) for his career. 


After completing his 13th season with the Mavericks, 
Carlisle remains the 3rd-longest tenured head coach in the 
NBA, trailing only San Antonio's Gregg Popovich and Miami's 
Erik Spoelstra. 


Over the course of his 19 seasons as a head coach in the 
NBA (Detroit, Indiana, Dallas), Carlisle has led his teams to 
the playoffs 14 times, including 9 times with Dallas. 


The Mavericks finished the regular season: 


» 27-0 when leading after the first quarter. Per Elias Sports 
Bureau, the Mavericks were the first team in the shot-clock 
era (since 1954-55) to go undefeated in games in which they 
were ahead after the first quarter over the course of a regular 
season. 

» 18-1 when they scored 120+ points. 

» 39-2 when they led by double digits at any point. 

» 26-2 when they held their opponent to 108 points or less, 
including 15-0 when they held their opponent to 100-or-fewer 
points and 14-0 when they kept their opponent below the 
century mark. 

» 21-0 when they held their opponent to under 43.0% 
shooting. 

» 16-2 when they shot at least 50% from the floor (all 18 of 
those games occurred since Jan. 20). 

» 24-7 when they knocked down 15+ 3-pointers, including 5-1 
when they connected on 20+ triples. 

» 21-6 when they dished out 25+ assists. 

» 13-4 when they had six-or-more double-figure scorers. 

» Third in the league in turnovers per game (12.1). Dallas 
finished ranked in the top five for fewest miscues per game 
for the eighth time in the last nine seasons 


Dallas also finished the regular season: 


» 13-3 when Jalen Brunson dished out 5+ assists. 

» 10-3 when Willie Cauley-Stein blocked 2+ shots. 

» 3-1 when Luka Doncié scored 40+ points, 14-4 when he 
grabbed 10+ rebounds, 14-5 when he dished out 10+ assists 
and 21-5 when he recorded a double-double. 

» 21-9 when Dorian Finney-Smith scored in double figures, 
including 3-1 when he tallied 20+ points. 

» 13-5 when Tim Hardaway Jr. scored 20+ points, including 
4-1 when he produced 30+ points and 3-0 when he scored 
35+ points. 

» 5-1 when Tim Hardaway Jr. knocked down 7+ 3-pointers. 

» 12-2 when Maxi Kleber pulled down 7+ rebounds, including 
6-0 when he collected 8+ boards. 

» 7-3 when Kristaps Porzingis registered 25+ points. 

» 10-2 when Dwight Powell scored in double figures. 

» 12-2 when Dwight Powell grabbed 7+ rebounds, including 
3-0 when he collected 10+ boards. 

» 30-11 when Josh Richardson scored in double figures, 
including 13-6 when he scored 15+ points.

» The Mavericks won by 51, marking the second-largest win in franchise history. The only game won by more points was that 
same aforementioned game against Philadelphia in 2014, when Dallas ended up winning by 53. 

» Dallas held the Clippers to only 27 points in the first half, making the Mavericks the first team to hold a team to 27-or-fewer 
points in the opening frame in over three seasons. The last instance was Boston holding Chicago to 26 points on 3/12/17. 

» The Mavs ended up winning by 51 points, marking the first win by 50+ in the NBA (regular or postseason) since Boston's 
win over Chicago on 12/8/2018. Dallas has two of the NBA's last three 50-point wins. 


2/12/2021 vs. New Orleans Pelicans 

» Just before the February snowstorm in Dallas, the Mavericks eclipsed a franchise record and connected 25 shots from 
beyond the arc and shot a season-high 58.0% from the field. 

» Luka Doncié and Kristaps Porzingis led the team to victory with noteworthy scoring performances, as DonCi¢ set a new 
career-high in points with 46 and Porzingis set a season-high of his own with 36. This marked the first time this season that 
Don¢ié and Porzingis have each gone for 30+ points, and their third time as teammates (3/4/20 vs. NOP, 8/2/20 at PHX). 


» Their performance also marked the 10th time

» Doncié became the 8th player in franchise history to record 45+ points. The win over New Orleans marked Don¢ic¢'s 7th 
game with 40+ points, and all 7 of his 40-point games have come with 10+ assists. Doncié also crossed the 4,000 point 
threshold for his career, and he became the third-fastest (159 games) to hit the milestone. The only players to hit 4,000 
points faster than Doncié were Michael Jordan (134) and Shaquille O’Neal (154). 


4/27/2021 at Golden State Warriors 

» The Mavericks led the Warriors by 33 points at the midway point, marking the second game this season where the Mavs 
lead by 30+ points at half (50 at LAC, 12/27/20). The 2020-21 season is now just the second season in franchise history 
where the Mavs have held multiple halftime leads of 30+. The only other season where the Mavs have held two halftime 
leads of 30+ points was 2004-05 (led by 39 at NYK, 12/21/04; led by 33 vs. WAS, 1/18/05). 

» Dallas held the Warriors to 29 points in the first half, marking the second time this season they have allowed under 30 
points in the first half (27 at LAC, 12/27). The 2020-21 season is now the first season in Mavs history in which they had 
multiple games allowing fewer than 30 first-half points. The last NBA team to allow under 30 first half points multiple times 
in a season was the 2015-16 San Antonio Spurs (4 times). 

» The Mavericks went on a 28-0 scoring run spanning from the middle of the first quarter through the first minute of the 
second quarter. The 28-point run was the longest unanswered points run by any NBA team this season (prev. 23 by LAC, 
1/3), and the longest for the Mavericks in the last 20 seasons (prev. 26-0 at HOU, 11/25/09). The last NBA team to go 

on a 28-point unanswered run was the New York Knicks in 2017. New York went on a 28-0 run as hosts to the Raptors on 
11/22/17 and current Mavericks guard Tim Hardaway Jr. had 12 of those 28 points for the Knicks. 

» Luka DonGié recorded 39 points (15-23 FG), 6 rebounds, 8 assists and 2 steals through three quarters in the win. Donci¢’s 
39 points are the most by any Mavericks player since quarter data started being recorded in 1997-98. His 39 points were the 
second-most points scored in fewer than 30 minutes played in Mavericks history, only behind Dirk Nowitzki’s 40 points in 29 
minutes on 3/3/12 against Utah.

Luka DonCié poured in averages of 35.7 points, 7.9 rebounds and 10.3 assists per game in seven first round games against the 
Clippers in 2021. He joined Russell Westbrook (37.4 ppg, 11.6 rpg, 10.8 apg, 5 first round games vs. HOU, 2017) as the only players in 
NBA history to average at least 35-7-10 for a playoff series. 


The third-year guard led Dallas in points and assists in all seven games, joining Oscar Robertson (1963 Conference Finals vs. BOS) 
and LeBron James (2018 first round vs. IND) as the only players in league history to lead their team in points and assists in all seven 
games of a series that went the distance. 


The 22-year-old capped off his brilliant postseason by registering a playoff career-high 46 points to go along with a playoff career- 
high-tying 14 assists and 7 boards in the Game 7 loss at LAC (6/6/21). Don¢i¢’s 46 points were tied for his most in any game, regular 
season or postseason (46 vs. NOP 2/12/21), and also tied for the second-most by any player in a Game 7 (Sam Jones, 47, vs. CIN, 
4/10/63; Dominique Wilkins, 47, at BOS, 5/22/88; Kevin Johnson, 46, vs. HOU, 5/20/95). No. 77 scored or assisted on 77 points for 
Dallas in the final game of the series, the most ever by a player in a Game 7. 


Don¢icé is now averaging 33.5 points, 8.8 rebounds and 9.5 assists through 13 career playoff games. Not only is he the sole player 
in NBA history with career playoff averages of at least 30.0 points, 8.0 rebound and 8.0 assists per game, but he has now surpassed 
Michael Jordan (33.4 ppg) for the highest career scoring average in postseason history (min. 10 games played).

THE UNICORN 


Kristaps Porzingis became the fastest player in NBA history to 
record 500 made 3FG and 500 blocks after doing so in his 247th 
game on 1/18/21 at TOR earlier this season. The previous-fastest 
to those marks was Karl-Anthony Towns in 335 games. 


His best performance of the season came against New Orleans 
on 2/12/21 after he went for 36 points (13-21 FG), including 
career-high 8 3-pointers (8-13 3FG), to go with 7 rebounds in 32 
minutes. He joined Channing Frye, Brook Lopez, Lauri Markkanen 
and Nowitzki as the only 7-footers in NBA history to connect on 
8+ 3s in a single game. Porzingis and Luka Donéié (46) had the 
fourth-most points by a duo in Mavericks franchise history 

with 82. 


Porzingis had two games with 30+ points and 15+ rebounds this 
season, which vaulted him into 3rd place all-time in franchise 
history (behind Dirk Nowitzki Donéi¢).

SUPPORTING CAST 


Jalen Brunson has had a breakout year off the bench, averaging career highs of 12.5 points, 3.4 rebounds and 3.5 assists in 66 games. 
Brunson shot a career-best 52.0% (314-604 FG) from the field and 39.6% (76-192 3FG) from 3-point range this season, while averaging 
16.6 points (.535 FG%, .385 3FG%), 3.8 rebounds and 3.7 assists as a starter. He recorded 10 games with 20+ points in 2020-21 after 
tallying 7 such games in his first two seasons combined. Brunson finished fourth in 6th Man of the Year voting this season, and finished 
fifth in FG% on shots attempted while driving to the basket (min.50 FGA) behind Brook Lopez, Giannis Antetokounmpo, LeBron James 
and Joe Ingles. 


Dorian Finney-Smith has continued his upward trend, as he averaged 9.8 points on a career-high 47.2% (220-466 FG) from the field and 
career-high 39.4% (119-302 3FG) from 3-point range across 60 games (all starts) this season. He became only the second player in NBA 
history to increase all three of those categories in each of his first five seasons, joining Gary Payton. Finney-Smith had four games with 
20+ points this season after recording only three in his first four seasons combined. The Mavs are 6-1 when he goes for 20+ all-time. 
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SEASON NOTEBOOK 

Despite seeing several key players miss significant time due to health and safety protocols, the Mavericks posted a 42-30 (.583) record and won the Southwest Division for the first time since 
2009-10. The Mavs reached the playoffs for the 17th time in the last 21 years, earning the No. 5 seed in the Western Conference — their highest seed since being seeded third during its 
championship season in 2011. Dallas took the No. 4 seed L.A. Clippers to seven games before being eliminated in the first round. Luka Donéié, who averaged 27.7 points, 8.0 rebounds and 
8.6 assists in 66 games in 2020-21, was named an All-Star starter and All-NBA First Team selection for the second straight year.
